Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the functions users sending 
counterparty payments risk data on behalf of themselves and third parties to said system, wherein 
said payments risk data specifies transaction parameters selected from the group consisting of 
elements of (i)...(ix) and such that payments instructions breaching said input parameters to said 
filter process module are rejected back to a payments processing queue for later re-evaluation in 
the absence of an override instruction as recited in independent claim 13.
